I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1963* 

The  year  began  both  "snell  and  keen"  and  how  better  could  the  climatic  con¬ 
ditions  be  described  than  by  Hillian  Shakespeare  whose  400th  birthday  anniversary,’- 
is  celebrated  this  year. 

"iThen  icicles  hang  by  the  wall 
And  Dick  the  shepherd  blows  his  nail, 
iuid  Ton  bears  logs  into  the  hall. 

And  nille  cones  frozen  hone  in  pail." 

During  January  there  were  16  days  of  unbroken  frost  and  even  this  did  not 
din  the  optimism  of  some  who  remarked,  "Yfell,  anyhow,  it's  healthy  weather."  -i 

Curiously  enough  the  statistics  supported  this  optimism  for  influenza  was  not  a 
threat,  the  weekly  deaths  in  England  and  ¥a,les  from  this  disease  varying  from  48 
to  6O:  in  one  week  in  January  1962  there  were  783  deaths  from  this  cause.  One 
very  special  danger  in  such  severe  weather  is  the  cold's  serious  effect  on  old 
people.  All  too  many  reports  were  in  the  newspapers  of  old  people  dying  of  cold 
in  their  own.  home.  This  is  something  that  should  be  borne  in  mind  by  all  who 
have  the  care  of  old  people  in  winter  months. 

There  has  been  no  major  infectious  disease  in  the  district  for  some  years, 
the  last  Paralytic  Polio  was  in  1953  fi^nd  the  last  Diphtheria  notification  was  1948. 
The  returns  for  these  two  infectious  diseases  in  England  and  Wales  during  19^3  showed 
record  low  levels. 

In  1959j  1,342  cases  of  Polio  were  notified,  whereas  for  19^3  the  notifications 

reached  the  record  figure  of  78,  with  only  3  deaths.  The  statistics  for  Diph¬ 
theria  are  more  remarkable  still.  In  1959,  279  cases  compared  with  45  in  1963, 
with  not  a  single  death.  VJhat  an  amazing  change  from  1938  with  66,000  cases  and 
3,000  deaths. 

Such  achievements  are  a  great  credit  to  the  progressive  health  policies  of 
District  Councils,  not  only  in  their  earlier  immunisation  schemes  continued  by  the 
local  health  authority,  but  also  in  housing,  water  undertakings  and  sewage  schemes. 

Towards  the  end  of  the  year  a  group  of  old  persons  flatlets  was  opened  in  the 
District  and  these  are  a  tremendous  asset  to  the  "not-so-young"  of  the  urban  dis¬ 
trict,  since  their  advanced  design  combines  privacy  and  community  life  at  the  dis¬ 
cretion  of  the  individual.  Moreover  in  the  winter  months  the  old  person  can  move 
around  within  the  building  a,nd  thus  maintain  mobility,  when  to  go  outside  would 
constitute  a  danger  to  life  and  limb.  The  location  of  the  flatlets  near  a  home 
for  the  aged  facilitates  interchange  of  accommodation  and  care  for  the  aged  and  is 
evidence  of  imaginative  planning. 

Over  the  Christmas  holida^^-s  an  average  of  30  people  a  day  were  killed  on  the 
roads  and,  in  this  connection,  the  Royal  College  of  Surgeons  cf  England  published 
a  Report  "on  this  modern  epidemic  plague."  The  statistics  are  appalling  for  all 
accidental  deaths  are  20,000  per  year,  including  7,000  road  deaths  and  8,000 
deaths  in  homes.  Hospital  admissions  for  accidents  run  about  300,000  per  annum 
and  total  cost  to  the  community,  half  of  which  is  loss  of  productivity,  is  £170 
million. 

To  quote  sta.tistics  again,  accidental  deaths  cause  50^  of  all  deaths  in  males  - 
aged  1 5  to  25  years,  just  when  they  are  beginning  a  lifetime  of  productive  work  for 
the  community  and  the  commonest  single  killer  is  the  motor  vehicle. 

Prevention  should  begin  in  early  life  by  the  parents  giving  more  training  to 
the  children  about  appliances  driven  or  hee.ted  by  electricity  and  ga,s,  and  this 
training  would  be  supplemented  by  that  in  the  Schools.  Moreover,  not  enough  is 
done  to  educate  the  pedestrian  in  road  safety,  but  in  the  end  the  chief  respons¬ 
ibility  lies  with  the  motorist  who  should  have  a  special  care  for  children  and  old 
people  with  failing  senses.  The  Royal  College  laid  great  stress  in  their  report 
on  the  finding  that  the  behaviour  of  the  individual  is  the  dominant  feature. 
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Finally  a  prescription  for  safe  driving:  sobriety,  good  manners,  mental 
alertness  and  a  sense  of  responsibility. 

Road  and  Homo  Safety  Committees  are  playing  a  most  important  part  in  the 
prevention  of  accidental  deaths  and  disabilities. 

The  300,000  hospital  admissions  for  accidents  need  the  support  of  the  com¬ 
munity  for  blood  transfusions  are  essential  not  only  in  saving  life,  but  also 
in  promoting  healing  and  returning  the  individual  to  hone  and  work  in  the  short¬ 
est  possible  time. 

During  the  year  Her  Majesty  the  Queen  sent  a  special  message  of  thanks  to 
the  one  million  donors  of  the  National  Blood  Transfusion  Service,  and  more  are 
needed.  By  their  giving  of  blood,  donors  have  rendered  an  outstanding  service 
to  those  in  need  and  much  reduced  the  casualties  stay  in  Hospital.  The  address

which  will  be  useful  to  those  wishing  to  become  blood  donors. 

The  British  Pharmaceutical  Industry  has  made  a  tremendous  contribution  to 
the  National  Health  Service.  This  is  all  too  obvious  when  one  recollects  the 
efficacy  of  the  anti-Tuberculosis  Drugs,  Penicillin  and  the  other  antibiotics 
together  with  Polio  vaccination  and  many  other  imunisation  procedures,  to 
mention  only  a  few  that  come  readily  to  mind. 

Such  medication  is  under  a  degree  of  control,  but  there  is  over  and  above 
this  the  vast  amount  of  self-medication  which  in  some  degree  is  not  only  un¬ 
necessary,  but  a  danger.  This  drug  habit  is  encouraged  by  the  advertising  of 
medicinal  products  not  only  in  the  press,  but  on  commercial  television  to  the 
tune  of  over  £10  million  each  year.  Even  the  aspirin  can  cause  stomach  and 
bowel  bleeding  and  is  a  cause  for  ©oncern  to  doctors  dealing  with  gastro¬ 
intestinal  disease. 

The  dangers  of  self-medication  could  be  mitigated  by  increased  teaching  of 
human  biology  and  physiology  in  which  the  T.V.  companies  could  play  an  import¬ 
ant  part  by  setting  up  programmes  of  advertising  follov/ed  by  com£:ent  in  immed¬ 
iate  sequence.  lie  must  strive  at  all  cost  to  avoid  the  self-medication 
obtaining  in  America  where  handbags  may  contain  at  one  and  the  same  time,  tran¬ 
quillizers,  pep-pills,  sleeping  pills  and  slimming  pills. 

In  Great  Britain  it  is  estimated  that  there  are  about  300,000  alcohol 
addicts  suffering  from  what  is  a  progressively  disabling  disease,  and  the  cost 
to  the  community  is  incalculable.  This  country,  unlike  the  United  States  or 
the  Soviet  Union,  makes  little  provision  for  the  treatment  of  this  group. 

Within  the  National  Health  Service  there  are  a  few  specialised  units  and  more 
may  be  forthcoming  since  the  Ministry  of  Health  recommended  that  a  special 
centre  should  be  set  up  in  each  Regional  Hospital  Board. 

The  amount  spent  in  a  year  on  alcoholic  drinks  is  around  £1,050  million  and 
the  total  expenditure  on  advertisements  about  £23  million  and  money  spent  on 
drink  goes  up  by  an  average  of  £50  million  a  year. 


Much  of  the  treatment  of  this  pressing  medico-social  problem  is  dealt  -with 
by  voluntary  bodies,  and  one  I  am  interested  in  has  an  annual  income  of 
£4,107.  11s.  6d. 

The  controversy  on  smoking  and  lung  cancer  continued  unabated  whilst  mean¬ 
time  deaths  from  this  disease  are  running  at  a  rate  of  500  a  week,  or  one  every 
twenty  minutes.  Sales  of  cigarettes  in  the  United  Kingdom  rose  from  36,000 
million  in  1920  to  1100,000  million  in  1962  and  deaths  from  lung  cancer  from  592 

to  26,383.  r. 


Sol:c  seven  years  ago  the  British  G-overnLicnt  was  advised  by  the  Medical 
Rcaearch  Council  of  "a  very  great  increase  during  the  past  twenty -five  years 
in  the  death  rate  from  lung  cancer  in  this  and  other  countries,  and  that  a 
major  part  of  the  increase  v/as  associated  with  tobacco  smoking,  particularly 
in  the  form  of  cigarettes.”  Further  investigations  here  and  elsev^hcre  have 
confirmed  the  above  statement. 

Smoking  also  plays  a  part  in  several  other  diseases  such  as  chronic  bron¬ 
chitis,  emphysema,  coronary  di. cease,  peptic  ulcer  and  low  birth  weight.  All 
told,  cigarette  smoking  is  as  fruitful  a  source  of  disease  and  death  as  some 
of  the  epidemics  of  previous  centuries,  and  all  we  do  is  stick  up  posters.  Health 
education  has  l.ittle  influence  on  the  habits  of  adults  and  there  is  more  reward 
in  tackling  the  problem  in  school  children  and  youth  groups. 

Linked  v/ith  the  above  problem  is  the  struggle  for  cleaner  air  to  which  in¬ 
dustry  generally  has  made  a  substantial  contribution  by  improving  the  efficacy 
of  combustion  fuels  and  thus  reducing  smoke.  The  chief  offender  is  the  domestic 
grate  which  emits  three  times  as  much  smoke  as  is  discharged  from  all  the  other 
uses  of  coal  and  is  far  and  away  the  greatest  cause  of  pollution  at  ground  level. 

Progress  in  dealing  with  domestic  smoke  is  painfully  slow,  but  nov/  various 
local  difficulties  are  being  resolved,  it  would  greatly  benefit  the  health  of  the 
people  of  the  District  if  this  environmental  problem  was  tackled  vigorously. 

'fith  one  of  your  Councillors  I  had  the  privilege  and  pleasure  of  attending 
a  Conference  at  Harrogate  on  the  theme  ”The  Y/ay  of  Health”  which  covered  the 
whole  span  of  life  in  its  individual  and  social  aspects.  In  the  Conference 
Handbook  the  local  Medical  Officer  of  Health  said  this,  ”It  is  an  interesting 
commentary  on  human  nature  that  the  public  who  so  enthusiastically  consume 
various  chemical  solutions  as  spa  waters  and  who  still  relish  a  good  bottle  of 
medicine,  are  so  very  nervous  about  the  addition  of  a  trace  of  fluoride  to 
water  supplies.” 

V/ithin  the  Report  there  is  a  list  of  County  Council  Clinics  and  a  Table 
showing  primary  immunisations  against  Diphtheria  for  which  I  an  indebted  to 
Dr.  J,  B.  B.  Morgan,  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

It  is  a  pleasure  to  me  to  take  this  opportunity  of  tha.nking  the  Chairman 
and  Members  of  the  Council,  Clerk  and  Chief  Financial  Officer  Mr.  C.  D.  Hull, 
General  Practitioners,  Health  Visitors,  Heads  of  Departments  and  Staffs,  part¬ 
icularly  of  course,  all  the  Staff  of  the  Public  Health  Department,  esi^ecially 
the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  and  his  Additional  Public  Health  Inspector.

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WATER  SUPPLY 


The  Council  are  responsible  for  the  distribution  of  water,  obtained 
in  bulk  from  the  Swadlincote  and  Ashby  Joint  Jater  Board,  to  the  Urban 
Area,  the  supply  being  derived  from  the  Bunter  Sand— stone  measures  to  the 
south  of  Milton" Village,  and  treated  at  the  Board’s  works  at  Miltcn.  Water 
is  now  also  being  obtained  through  the  river  Dove  Water  Board  from  their 
works  at  Melbourne. 

Difficulties  in  the  distribution  of  water  to  certain  parts  of  the  Dis¬ 
trict  continue  to  exist  due  to  mining  subsidence,  and  I  am  informed  by  Mr. 
J.  W.  May,  M.I.  Mun.  E. ,  M.Inst.  H.E.  the  Council's  Engineer  and  Surveyor, 
that  it  was  necessary  to  carry  out  repairs  to  58  broken  mains,  55  drawn 
joints  and  50  broken  services  to  premises  during  the  year. 

Bacteriological  sampling  is  done  fortnightly.  Chemical  samples  are 
also  submitted  for  analysis  at  fairly  frequent  intervals.  The  Health 
department  also  obtain  samples  regularly  from  various  points  in  the  Urban 
Area  to  check  against  results  obtained  from  each  supply.

In  September  Mr.  Dramley,  the  Additional  Public  Health  Inspector, 
resigned  to  take  up  a  similar  post  at  Trowbridge,  Wilts,  but  after  advert¬ 
ising  in  the  professional  and  local  press  the  post  was  still  vacant  at  the 
end  of  the  year.  This  state  of  affairs  gives  some  indication  of  the 
national  shortage  of  inspectors  and  stresses  the  necessity  for  training  suit¬ 
able  aspirants  locally. 

The  provision  of  new  houses  was  very  slow  during  the  year,  re¬ 
sulting  in  a  fall  in  the  number  of  families  rehoused  from  unfit  dwellings. 
More  emphasis  is  nov^r  being  placed  on  the  housing  of  the  aged,  and  bungalows 
and  flatlets  are  the  types  of  housing  being  concentrated  upon  by  the  Housing 
Committee,  and  it  is  forseen  that  as  the  demand  for  general  needs  housing 
falls,  more  relets  will  be  available  for  slum  clearance  rehousing. 

The  introduction  of  payment  for  meat  inspection  met  little  oppos¬ 
ition  from  the  butchers  but  being  under-staffed  tov/ards  the  end  of  the  year 
this  increased  the  pressure  of  work. 

Once  again  it  gives  me  great  pleasure  to  express  my  thanks  and 
a-ppreciation  to  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee  for  their 
continued  interest  in  the  work  of  the  Department, 

My  thanks  are  also  due  to  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Housing 
Committee  for  their  support  and  appreciation  of  the  v/ork  undertaken  on  their 
behalf  by  the  staff  of  the  department. 

I  v7ould  express  my  grateful  thanks  to  the  Medical  Officer  and  Clerk 
to  the  Council  for  the  wholehearted  support  and  guidance  throughout  the  year, 
v^rhich  has  been  greatly  appreciated. 

Last  but  by  no  means  least,  to  the  staff  of  the  department  I  say 
thank  you  for  a  job  well  done.

1963  was  more  or  less  a  "stand-still"  period  on  slum  clearance 
having  regard  to  the  new  heuring  programme  planned  to  re-house  overspill 
population  employed  by  the  National  Coal  Board.  For  this  purpose  30  new 
houses  wo.re  allocated  to  the  Central  .Fngineering  Establishne.rit  vdiilst  a 
start  was  made  on  the  erection  of  200  for  the  housing  of  displaced  miners 
from  the  North  East  and  Scotland.  Other  local  authority  building  included 
20  bungalows  and  20  flatlets  for  the  housing  of  aged  persons. 

This  new  block  of  flatlets  v/as  opened  tov/ards  the  end  of  the  year, 
providing  hones  for  10  single  persons  on  the  ground  floor  and  ten  single 
persons  on  the  first  floor,  together  with  a  two  bedroomed  flat  for  the 
housekeeper’s  family  and  a  guest  bedroom  for  old  peoples  relatives  in  case 
of  emergency.  On  the  ground  floor  is  a  comparatively  large  communal  room 
furnished  by  local  donors  and  equiped  v^ith  arm-chairs,  tables  and  television 
set, where  the  residents  are  able  to  relax  8.nd  enjoy  each  others  company. 

This  venture  is  proving  veiy  popular  and  the  Council  hope  that  in  the  not 
too  distant  future  similar  accommodation  will  be  provided  in  another  part 
of  the  Township. 

The  demand  for  bungalows  is  still  the  main  feature  of  the 
Council’s  housing  list  and  it  is  to  this  end  that  the  Housing  Committee 
are  looking  regarding  new  building. 

During  the  year  standard  grants  and  one  discretionary  grant 
were  approved,  involving  the  payment  of  £5>818.

The  seven  licensed  slaughter  houses  have  continued  through¬ 
out  the  year  and  the  standard  of  meat  has  remained  high  with  very 
little  evidence  of  disease. 

The  introduction  of  meat  stamping  brought  one  disapproval 
of  the  system  of  payment  for  inspections,  but  generally  it  has  been 
accepted  without  comment. 

The  quality  remains  high  and  fortunately,  as  compared  with 
other  districts  the  necessity  for  week-end  slaughtering  has  disappeared. 

Two  cases  of  cysticercus  bovis  were  found  and  the  carcases 
subjected  to  freezing,  but  there  were  no  cases  of  generalised 
tuberculosis.
